A communication, in writing, from the Governor, by Mr, A 
Leake, his private Secretary, which was read, and is as fol- 
lows: 


Fellow -Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives : 


IN meeting the General Assembly on this oc- 


casion, L cannot deny myself the pleasure of ex- 
pressing my extreme sensibility at the high evi- 
dence of the confidence reposed in me by my fel- 
low-citizens in the state, which has been afforded 
in the free exercise of their elective franchise, by 
which they have placed me in the high and im- 
portant station which I at present occupy in their 


vi 


services and which commands my best exertions 
to promote their interests, and secure their gener- 
al happiness and prosperity. These objects will 
be kept steadily in view, and claim my constant at- 
tention; and, although I feel sensible that from 
the weakness.of my abilities, I shall occasionally 
err in discharging the various duties imposed on 
me by the constitution and laws of the state, yet I 
look with some degree of confidence for that in- 
dulgence and charity for unintentional errors, on 
which the suffrages of my fellow-citizens have in- 
duced me to rely, and for that aid and support 
from the legislature, of which I shall stand so much 
in need. ; 

Ti is not my intention, on this occasion, to recom- 
mend to your consideration, general subjects of 
legislation, since it is believed to have been the 
object of the general assembly, in adjourning to 
mect at this time, to confine their deliberations 
principally to the code of laws which has been 
revised and consolidated by the Honorable George 
Poindexter, in conformity with the provisions of 
“an act of the general assembly, entitled “ An act, 
to revise and consolidate the statutes of the state,” 
passed on the 42th February, 18245 and of an 
act supplemental thereto, passed on the 27th day 
of November, 1821; which work, E have the plea- 
sure of informing the general assembly, has been 
completed, and is herewith transmitted tothe house 
of representatives, together with a copy of a letter 
written by the reviser, advising me of the comple- 
tion of the work, agreeably to the provisions of the 
aforesaid acts. From the known talents, the tried. 
integrity, and great assiduity of the gentleman . 
who was selecied by the general assembly, to 
perform the arduous task of revising and consoli- 
dating the statutes of the state, we may fairly pre- 
sume that this work will furnish a system of laws, 
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easily understood, and well calculated to secure 
the happiness, and protect the lives, liberty, pro- 
perty and reputation of our fellow-citizens. 
Other objects, however, may claim a portion of the 
attention of the general assembly; but these will 
readily suggest themselves to your consideration, 
without the aid of executive recommendation. 

I transmit to the general assembly, a commu- 
nication which Y have had the honor to receive 
from His Excellency, the Governor of the state of 
Kentucky, and also one from His Excellency, the 
Governor of the state of New-Jersey ; with reports 
and resolutions adopted by the legislatures of 
those states, at their last sessions, in * relation 
to an appropriation of a portion of the public lands | 
of the United States, as a means of creating a fund 
for promoting education, and to the right of the 
several states of the Union to a part of the same for 
that purpose.” By which reports and resolutions 
they seek to procure the passage of an act of con- 
gress, “to appropriate tothe use of those states, for 
the purpose of education, such a part of the public 
lands of the United States, as may be equitable 
and just.” 

In submitting these documents to the general as- 
sembly, 1 feel constrained to submit with them, 
afew remarks expressive of my own sentiments 
on the principles contended for therein. Although 
no arguments are used in these documents, to 
prove the position contended for, yet the legisla- 
tures of those states rely on “the facts stated, and 
the arguments used in” certain reports and resolu- 
tions which they had received by communications 
from the legislatures of the states of Maryland 
and New-Hampshire. Not having received any 
communication from either of the last mentioned 
states, I have not their arguments before me; and 
although I have seen extracts from the report of 
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the legisiature of Maryland in the public prints, 
which are presumed to be correct, yet as a consid- 
erable time has elapsed since I saw them, I have 
not now such a distinct recollection of them, as to 
refer to them, with any degree of accuracy. It is 
believed, however, that the report of the Maryland 
legislature assumes the principle that the reserva- 
tion by congress of the sixteenth section in each 
township, is to be regarded as a grant or dona- - 
tion to the new states and territories, within which 
they are situated. But it woulc seem that this as- . 
sumption cannot be sustained by any fair process 
of reasoning. If we take a view of the whole sys- 
tem for the survey and sale of the public lands, we 
shall find it commencing in the year 4785, under 
the old confederation, at a time when the United 
States were pressed by a heavy debt, which they 
had no means of paying, unless the sale of the pub- 
lic lende could be effected.——The congress 
could lay no taxes, duties, imposts or excises; 
they could only apportion the federal debt among 
the several states of the confederacy, and make 
requisitions of the states for their several propor- 
tions of that debt; without the power of enforcing 
the payment of the requisitions thus made; and, 
if the several states did not find it convenient, nor 
choose to pay the amount required of them, the 
treasury of the United States must necessarily 
have remained without the means of discharging 
the national debt; and the credit of the nation must, 
of course, have diminished in proportion to the 
want of means for its support. This was the ac- 
inal state of things, when the system for the sur- 
vey and sale of the public lands, was adopted, in 
the year 1785; and which has been since amended + 
or modified by several subsequent acts of con- 
gress. By this system the public lands are direct- ' 
ed to be surveyed and laid off into townships of 
R2 
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six miles square, and each township subdivided 

into sections of one mile square, making in the 

whole, thirty-six sections; the sixteenth section, 

which is near the centre of the township, is reserv- 

ed in perpetuity “ for the use of schools,” within 

each township. It is not granted to the state or 

territory in which jt lies, but, the title still remains 

in the United States, and it is held by them in 
trust for the use and benefit of the inhabitants of 
the particular township in which it is reserved. 

In adopting this system, it was deemed necessary 

by the congress, in order to induce persons to pur- 

chase and settle within the territories in which the 

public lands were situated, to annex certain pri- 

vileges and advantages to the lands offered for 
sale. One of those advantages was the reservation 
of the sixteenth section in each township for the 
support of schools within the same; thus confin- 

ing the advantage to the particular township in 
which the reservation is made. _ Another privilege 
or advantage was, that the inliabitants should be 
erected into a state so soon as their number should 
amount to sixty thousand, or sooner, if congress 
should think proper to admit them; and, in the 
mean time, that a territorial government should he 
established over them, in order to protect them in 
the enjoyment of their rights and privileges ; and. 
that the same should be administered entirely at. 
the expense of the United States. And it is be- 

lieved that the several territorial governments 

have, on an average, cost the United States, six 
or seven thousand dollars each, per annum; and, 

if the states, which now claim the appropriation of 
lands for the purpose of education, are entitled to 

such appropriations, they are equally entitled to 

an appropriation of money in proportion to their 

numbers, equal to the appropriations which have 
been made for the support of the territorial govern- 

ments. | 
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But, if we take into consideration the situation 
in which the United States were placed at the time 
of adopting the system for the survey and sale of 
the public lands—having a heavy debt to pay, 
without money, and without the means of precu- 
ring money, except by the sale of the public lands ; 
can it be considered strange that the congress 
should have held out these inducements to purcha- 
- sers to settle the lands, and thereby enhance the 
. value of the lands which remained unsold? For 
the public lands were of value to the United States 
ouly asthey were brought into market, and convert- 
ed into money. These reservations then of the 
sixteenth section in each township, and the es- 
tablishment of territorial governments and defray- 
ing the expenses of the same, were annexed as 
benefits and advantages to the public lands, be- 
fore their sale. And I hold it to be a sound max- 
im, that whatever privilege, benefit or advantage 
is annexed io any real estate by the proprietor, 
prior to the sale, passes as one of its appurtenan- 
ces by the sale, and is taken into the estimate of 
the price given by the purchaser, and is in fact, a 
sale, for a valuable consideration, and cannot by 
any fair construction be considered as a donation. 
Thus if the proprietor of a tract of land should 
lay off a town thereon, with spacious streets and 
alleys, and should sell the lots, the streets and al- 
leys would pass as the common property of the 
purchasers of the lots, and could not be again re- 
sumed by the former proprietor; yet they have not 
been conveyed to the purchasers of the lots, but 
are to be considered as a privilege, benefit and ad- 
vantage annexed to the lots prior to the sale, and 
pass as incidents and appurtenances to the lots so’ 
sold, and the vendor is considered to have receiv- 
ed a full consideration for them, in the purchase 
money, specified in his deed ; which, without these 
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appurtenances, would not have sold for the price, 
which, with them, the purchaser was induced to 
give.—If this be a sound maxim, then have the 
purchasers of thelands within each township, given 
a valuable consideration for the beneñts to be de- 
rived from the reservation of the sixteenth section. 
And, if they have thus paid a valuable considera- 
tion, would it be equitable and just to give the 
states in which no public lands are situated, with- 
out any consideration, lands equal in amount (ac- 
cording to their respective limits) to the reserva- 
tions in the new states and territories, for which 
the inhabitants have given a fair price? . 

It ought not to be forgotten, thatthe public lands 
form a source of the public revenue; and if a por- 
tion of them equal in amount to the reservations in 
the new states and territories, should be granted to 
the old states without any consideration, it would 
withdraw from the United States a portion of its 
revenue equal to the value of the lands thus grant- 
ed; which revenue must be supplied by the inhab- 
itants of the United States generally ; and the in- 
habitants of the new states and territories must 
bear their equal proportion thereof; and ,thuswould 
they be compelled, afier having paid a valuable 
consideration for the reservations in their own . 
siates and territories, to pay their proportion of the 
value of the lands thus gratuitously given to the 
old states. Nor is this the only injustice which 
would result to the new states from the establish- 
ment of the principles contended for by the report 
of the legislatures of Kentucky and New-Jersey. 
Tn their report they rely on the apparent correct- 
ness of a document received from the State of Ma- 
tyland, by which, % appears, “that the whole a- 
mount of literary appropriations made to the new 
states and territories, will amount to 14.576.569 
acres, that the additional amount required to ex- 
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. wend the same system to those states for which no 
such appropriations have yet been made, would be 
3,370,760 acres, estimating the whole quantity of 
ansold lands, yet owned by the United States, at 
4,000,000 acres.” . - 

lt is presumed that this estimate includes all the 
unappropriated lands of the United States, as well 
those on the eastern side of the Mississippi, as 
those in the more extensive regions, west of that 
river.—Thus anticipating the sale and settlement 
of every acre of those vast and unexplored regions, 
and charging the new states, both those which al- 
ready exist, and those which they anticipate will 
hereafter exist, with one thirty-sixth part of the 
whole, in order to make out for themselves, a title 
to that portion which they claim, and which they 
wish to have set off to them within the settled states 
and territories. Again; it is a fact, which onght 
not to have escaped the recollection of those states 
which set up this claim; that, in almost all the 
new states, before the territories in which they 
have been erected, became the property ‘of the 
United States, that large grants were made to in- 
dividuals by the governments having jurisdiction 
over them, which grants cover a great portion of 
the most fertile and valuable lands in the state, and 
in which no such reservations were made; and 
that a great portion of the public lands, yet un- 
sold, consists of barren lands, of rocky mountains 
and sterile plains. And, moreover, it is a fact 
well known, that in most of the new states, ‘and 
territories, and especially, in the vast territory 
west of the Mississippi, extending to the Pacific 
„ocean, numerous tribes of: Indians reside, whose . 
claim must be extinguished before the lands can 
be sold and setiled by the United States; and, in- 
deed it is difficult to conceive how the whole of the 
Mnuian title can ever be extinguished, for the In- 
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dians must have a place of residence so long as 
tbey exist; and unless they bcome extinct them- 
selves, their claim can never be wholly extinguish- 
ed. Yet the whole of their lands are taken into 
the estimate by the states which contend for their 
proportion of these reservations, in order to swell 
the reservations charged to the uew states and ter- 
ritories, to 14,576,569 acres; which at %2 per 
acre, will amount to the sum of $29,453,189. Al- 
though two dollars an acre has been, until very 
lately, the minimum price at which the public lands 
have been sold, and a considerable portion of them 
have far exceeded that price; yet it is. believed the 
whole amount of sales of the public lands will not 
amount to that sum, notwithstanding a period of 
upwards of thirty five years has elapsed since the 
commencement of the sales, during which time, a 
number of new states, and territories have been. 
formed by the purchasers of the public lands, and 
their population has increased with a rapidity, 
well caleulated to give strength and durability to 
the Union, and protect our extensive frontiers from 
savage wars and foreign invasion. 

These arguments and facts, though many more 
might be adduced, apppear to me to be abundant- 
ly Sufficient to shew the groundless nature of the 

claim set up by those states, who contend for the 
principle set forth in the resolutions of Kentucky 
and New-Jersey; and clearly demonstrate, that 
the reservation of one section in each township can- 
not be considered as a donation to the states in 
which they are situated ; but are to be regarded as 
a privilege, benefit or advantage annexed by the 
Congress, to the lands in each township, prior to 
the sale, as an inducement held out to all persons. 
to purchase and settle the lands, and for which the 
United States have received a full consideration in 
the sale of the other lands within the township. . 
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Y would, however, be far from imputing any im- 
pure motives to those with whom this proposition 
has originated: and I hesitate not to say that I 
believe the Legislatures of Kentucky and New- 
Jersey, as well as the Legislatures of all the other 
states, which have adopted the principles contend- 
ed for in this extraordinary claim, have been actu- 
ated by a laudable desire for the promotion of ed- 
ucation and the general diffusion of knowledge 
throughout the United States; but, in pursuing 
objects of so much interest, they seemed to have- 
overlooked the unsoundness of the principles for 
which they contend.

In contemplating the object of the appropriation made in 
this Act, the mind is naturally led to its importance, in pro- 
moting the interests of this State, as well as those of the State 
of Louisiana. - 

Internal improvements, which are intended to facilitate the 
ordinary intercourse between the citizens of the several States, 
among the citizens of the same State, seems to devolve exclu- 
sively on the several States of this Union, who alone possess 
the Jurisdiction over the soil, within their .respective limits, 
except so far only, as it may become “necessary and proper 
for the United States, to exercise a partial jurisdiction for the 
purposes of carrying into execution, Specific Powers granted 
to them by the Constitution of the United States. 

Hence we see several of the States making large appropria- 
tions to effect these objects, and making a progress therein, 
equal to the importance, and greatly to the interest of their 
Citizens. 

Although it cannot be expected that this State, should make 
such progress in internal improvements, as ata future day 
she will be capable of doing, yet the business may be com- 
menced ; and the benefits arising from these beginnings, will 
be seen and felt by our citizens, and a friendly disposition 
towards them will increase, until our means shall be sufficient 
to effect all such internal improvents, as shall be practicable 
within our limits. It is believed, that the State willin a short 
time after the navigation of any stream shall have been com 
pleted, be amply re-imbursed for any. appropriations. which 
may be made for that object; by an increase of property 
within the State, which will produce a greater demand fot 
articles of merchandize ; while the facilities. afforded in the 
transportation of our products, as well as of our merchandize, 
will induce men of capital, to erect their Stores amongst us, 
and we can be supplied with all the necessary articles for out 
consumption at a fair price, and obtain a fair price for our owt 

bulky artlcles, which will be the more valuable in proportion 
as the expenses of transportation, shall be lessened; and the 
revenue of the State will be enhanced, in proportion as our 
property, as well as the number of stores shall be increased, 
and our citizens relieved, from the necessity of purchasing 
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their necessary supplies from other States, and transporting 
- them by land so great a distance. 

I therefore submit to the wisdom of the General Assembly, 
-the propriety of making an appropriation, corresponding with 
the appropriation made by the Legislature of Louisiana.

Already there is established near 
its confluence with the sea, the town of Pearling- 
ton, which would very soon ripen into importance, 
and become the depot of the products'of an ex- 
tensive agricultural country, if the obstructions, 
which now render the navigation of that river 
dangerous and difficult, were removed. The 
towns of Columbia, Monticello, and Jackson, 
would also derive the most signal advantages from 
such an improvement. No one can contemplate 
without the most lively solicitude and anxiety, the 
grand developement of the resources of our coun- 
try, by means of the introduction of steam boat 
navigation along the whole course of Pearl River 
from the town of Pearlington to the town of Jack- 
son. It would enable the planter to transport his 
bulky articles of agriculture to a suitable and pro- 
fitable market with safety, and at a very small 
expense;—it would connect the inhabitants of the 
interior with the great commercial city of New- 
Orleans, by shortening more than one half the time 
now requisite to per form a y oyage to that city, and 
deliver the returns at the various points to which 
they might be destined ; it would enable the Uni- 
ted States to dispose of vast bodies of sterile lands 
covered with valuable timber, to individuals who 
might be disposed to engage in the transportation 
of Tumber; which lands are at present uninhabited 
and must forever remain so, without these facili- 
ties; and besides the advantages above enumerated - 
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we should increase the commercial capital of our - 
country, and thereby promote an advantageous ~ 

and, convenient interchange of commodities be- . 
tween the planter and the merchant, which'is al- : 

"ways found to be of reciprocal advantage to both. . 
The attainment of these great ends ought to call 
forth the best efforts. of the State, and demand of 
us all the aid which the condition of our fiscal con- 
cerns will admit, and-proper exertions to obtain 
the aid of the. General Government. 
` Your committee have presented these views, that: 

- they may constitute the basis of ulterior measures, 
intendingonly at this time to co-opérate in the mag- 
nanimóus * policy. contained in the proposition of 
our sister State of Louisiana, = . 

Your committee are of opinion that the obstruc- .

must derive from the navigation proposed to be 
opened, as far more extensive than these which 
would attach to Louisiana. Your Committee re-

the sum of four thousand dollars, to be expended 
under the direction of Commissioners, tobe ap- 
pointed by this State, in conjunction with those 
who have been appeinted by Leuisiana.
